Mr, ‘Bowey asked:--What. steps (if 
any) have-been taken ‘by’ the Government

Auisance occasioned. by. such storage’ and 


sorting in-Ko Shing and Li Sing Streets? |; 


The Presipenr replicd that the matter 
had to stand ‘over on the consideration | 
of the estimates, H. E. the Governor 
decided that the matter ehould stand 


over. 

Mn. Bowzsy then remarked that he had 
a, supplementary question, which was 
whether the Head of the Sanitary Board 
and the Hon. Director of Public Works 
visited Ko Shing Street and Li Sing 
Street on the oceasion of the Dragon Boat 
festival, as had been arranged, in order 
to see for themselves the nature’and bulk 
of the business curried on. The matter 
had stood over on a, previous occasion to 
allow of this visit being made. 5 


The Prestoent said that tho . answer 
was in the affirmative, Tho. Hon. Direc: 
tor of Public Works visited the place .in 
the morning, and he (the President 
visited the place both in the morning ani 
in wo afternodh. They both came to 
the conclusion ‘that the suggested 
scheme was highly desirable, and reconi- 
mended that it should be considered by 
the Board in the future. It was not 0 
matter of urgency, and there were othr 
matters which were, much more urgent; 
for example, thy refuse piers, which, be 
believed, would bably bo carried out. 

‘My, Avanaster asked if he was to under. 
stand that the answer to the principal 
question was that the Government ‘had 
taken no steps, and that when it came 
to be considered in the estimates the 
Government would consider whether it 
would take steps or not. i 

The Piisrpant replied that the matter 
would not-be further considered in the 
estimates: That had been decided. 

Mr, Atapasten—Then the real answer 
to the question is that the Government 
has decided to take no steps in the matter 
during the war? : 

The Presivent—Not “during. the war,” 
but it will stand over as far ay considern- 
tion in the estimates is concerned. 


AN INTERESTING DISCUSSION. 

Mr. Bowtey moved the  folldwing 
resolution :-- That the Board recommend 
the Government to extend tu the sea, as 
soon as possible, the sewers draining the 
central portions of the Peak into the 
Western Aberdeen Valley below ‘ The 
Falls.” In doing’ so he said that the 
matter came before the Board at the. last 
meeting in connection with a recommen- 
dation for the installation of modern 
conveniences at a large house about to be 
erceted at the Perk, the owner of the 
house undertaking to pvovide an inde- 
pendent water supply. It was then 
pointed out by the Hon. Director of 
Public Works that the sewer which 
drained the site of the new house, with o 
number of other houses on the Peak, was, 
for a certain length, sufficient in’ size, 
but it did not discharge intu the sea, as 
idval sewers should; it. discharged in 
Aberdeen Valley, near a house known, as 
“The Falls.” 14 was suggested that in the 
interests of the sanitation of the district 
the sewer should be extended to the sea 
as.soon. as possible, The President moved 
that the application ghould stand over 
until the sewer had beon oxtended. That 
motion was carried by the casting vote 
of the President against the unofficial 
minority, Ag the matter now stood there 
was no recommendation to the Board w 
regard to that sewer, but he thought it 
was the opinion of that Board, certainly 
the opinion of a,good many members. of 
the Board, that'the sewer should ‘be ox- 
tended to the sea as soon’ a4 possible, and 
now that the water supply of the Colony 
was assured it was quile possible that 
many of the residents on the Peak would 
wish to adopt tho latest sanitary: con- 
veniences, In that case it wonld not 
assist that consummation if the sewer was 
insufficient and the outfall undesirable. 
He believed that the district in question 
included not only a private hotel. but a 
number of large residences, also Govern- 
ment bungalows, a Government school, 
ete, Tt. was very

A naval officer having sought the ai 
of the Court of Appeal in connection with 
a decision of ‘the.

- Even sinco tho ‘British blockade ‘was. 


enforced, Germany has: found. it. impos- 
sible to import. Chilian nitrates for. the 
manufacture of explosives and fertilisers. 
It reverted, therdfore, to tho expedient 
of fixing’ the nitrogen from the air, 
and has adopted it to a huge extent since 
almos, the beginning of the war. It hos 
been stated in German technical journals 
tha, the output of nitrogenous products 
by the Badische-Analin Fabrik, with the 
aid chiefly of the Habercatalytic process, 
amounts now te about 600,000 tons a year, 
By these means the Germang get, al] the 
mitrogenous ingredients for ‘their high 
explosives. ‘ 

Attempts have beon mado to work the 
Haber process in Great Britain, but all 
have failed, and the general consensus of 
opinion now is that this is not g, com- 
mercial process, ag the expense and risk 
appear to bo enormous. With the Ger- 
mans, however, it is a case of needs 
must. : 


The only othe; way by which nitrogen 
can be ‘‘ fixed’ from the air is by the 
electric processes, of which up to now 
the principal have been the Barkeland 
and Evde, the Schonhurr, and. the Pau: 
ling. All of these are single-phase and 
electrical processes, and are considered 
workuble vommercially only in places 
like Norway, where clectricity can be 
generated cheaply by water-power. None 
of them hag been worked in England 
because of the bigh cost of eloctricity, 
which makes them uneconomic under 
ordinary conditions. 


The consequence is that the fixation 
of atmospheric nitrogen has not been 
adopted in this country, which ‘relies for 
its supplies of this valuable ingredient 
of high explosives and an indispensable 
part of al] the principal fertilisers on 
the utilisation of Chiltan nitrates, the 
price of which has incroased enormously 
since the beginning of the war. 


A NEW PROCESS : ENQLIBH DISCOVERY. 


A new factor in the gitiation has now 
arisen in ihe new method of nitrogen 
fixation from the air which is about 
to be started in Manchester. It is 
believer? that with this process nitrogen 
ean be '' fixed ’ anywhere in England at 
a very low cost, oven where electricity ie 
fairly expensive, because it apparently 
achicvey the highest cfliciency of nitrogen 
fixation per kilowatt hour of energy 
used that has even been achieved or even 
dreamt of by any of the other processes 
mentioned. [ta inventor is a British 
subject, 


The Manchester Corporation succceded 
ion being the first to get the industry 
started, because, it went out of its way. 
to help the promoters, the International 
Nitrogen and Power Company, 8, Water- 
loo Place, London, who hold the exclusive 
tights to work the process in Great 


Britain. 


The new industry js believed to have 
great possibilities, not only for, war pur- 
poses but after the war. Possibly when 
the method comes to bo worked through- 
out the United Kingdom it will make 
this country independent of oversea sup- 
plies of fixed organic nitrogen, and 
provide a new security against the danger 
of interruption. of oversea supplies of 
essential ingredients of explosives in 
time of war, I£ it can be done tho whole 
of our nitric acid supplies could be 
obtained in this way, and: also picric 
acid, an essential ingredient in synthetic 
dyes. 


Above all, it would bring to restisation 
Sir William Crookes’ prediction to the 
British Association at Bristol over ¢hirt; 
years ago that the future of the white 
race would largely depend on the econo 
mic fixation of atmospherio nitrogen, by 
which the world might be made to yield 
a quantities of wheat and othor food- 
stuffs. + 


-Through the good offices of the Man- 
chester Corporation an excellent. site for 
tho works has been provided, Construc- 
tion has already begun, and the establish. 
nent should be working within six 
months. 


Inquiries made by @ representative of 
the Manchester Guardian showed that a 
movement for. carrying into effect a 
project for obtaining’ nitrates from the 
atmosphere was started in Manchester ten 
or twelve yearg ago, the motive being, of 
eourse, mainly a commercial one, The 
Promoters were, for the most part, 
engaged in the bleaching industry, who 
desired to avoid, if it was possible, tho 
expense of bringing nitrates so largely 
used in their business from South 
America. It was found, however, that 
an ‘obstacle to the development: of that 
scheme was the intense heat required to 
make the process successful. “ We needed 
heat,” one of tho promoters of that. time 
said yesterday, “of an intensity of 2,000 
degrees, and the result. was that the whole 
of the ovens and appliances necessary 
were destroyed before it could be attained.

To do them justico, the leading mem: 
bers of the present Government have never 
talked. lightly of the terror that strikes 
benenth the waters.

Sir Edward’ Carson, and niost of their 
colleagues have repeatedly uttered guard. 
ed. but carnest warnings, though ‘they 
hve not created any deep impression. 
People are eating. less, but the food 
economy campaign does not carry com 
plete conviction, and any decline in the 
number of ships’ sunk starts anothor 
wave of jubilation. The surest remedy 
would probably be to tell a little more 
of the truth. Tho weekly return of ship- 
ping losacs was decided upon by inter- 
national agreement, but its form is not 
frank enough. At present all ships above 
1,600 tong (gross) are lumped together, 
but there ig a tremendous difference be- 
tween tho losy of a ship of 2,000 tons 
and one of 10,000 tons: It has been said 
by Gaptain Bathurst that the Germans 
are now concentrating upon the bigger 
ships, but the return gives no clue. 

All through thig war the nation has 
been fold too little, from a mistaken 
foar of telling the enemy too much. I 
fully bejievo in the policy of almost com- 
plete wilence about the losses inflicted 
on German submarines, but more might 
be disclosed with safety about the extent 
and character of the depletion of our 
merchant shipping. The Germang are 
well informed on this point, and we shall 
not be telling them anything they do 
not know. Surely we are now far from 
the. days. when Lord Buckmaster made 
pathetic attempts to prevent the public 
from thinking “ that their affairs were 
in a very serious state’’? Eighteen 
montha ago 1 should have’ been reproved 
for discussing the submaring question: 
candidly, on the plea that “it would 
hearten the enemy.” The result of the 
silence of eighteen months ago was that 
the lateat. development of tho submarine 
campaign caught us unprepared,

Tt must now be bluntly recognised that 


most of our present diffeulties are due to]: 


the shortage of shipping, which has beon 
mainly produced by the depredations of 
the submarines. Because we are short of 
ships we are rapidly growing short of 
everything, but of bread mest of all. The 
stability of the cotton industry of Lanea- 
shire is now being threatened, partly 
from other causes, but chiefly owing ta 
the fact that sufficient ships are not 
available to bring us raw cotton and. te 
earry Laneaghire manufactures to dis- 
tant over-sea markets. The pressure of 
the submarines slackened a little during 
May,. but is increasing once more, and 
seems likely ta go on increasing. 

Tho Germans admit that our naval 
foreea are destroying some of their sub- 
marines, but they claim to be building 
submarine far more rapidly than we 
destroy them. It is not at all impossible 
that their claim is well founded. They 
Mave set us various problems in this 
war which we have either not solved at 
alt or bave only very partially solved. 
The submarine campaign is one of thr: 
problems which we have not solved at all. 

In certain circles there seems to be a 
disposition to say rather. helplessly thai 
the submarine question .is incapable of 
solution, I decline to admit this con- 
tention. There is some answer and, some 
remedy for every new method of warfare.
